The pjrty 
at once boarded ;i special train which 
anded them at Tuchahoo. The Cu- 
Dnns boarded the steamboat Atlantic 
Cily, which was lying waiting for 
them. The Atlantic City is used for 
iiimmer traffic at the seashore resort 
of that name. It has been out of com- 
uission for several mouths. 


On Monday last the Atlantic City 


;ook out papers of inspection from the 
customhouse for the purpose, as sup- 
Dosed by the custom officers, of put- 
ting hc-i: in temporary commission, as 
t was known some parties had been 
negotiating to purchase her. 


The Atlantic City left Tuckahoe at 6 


o'clock yesterday morning and steamed 
;o Ocean City, where she lay all night. 
While the Atlantic city was at Tucka- 
loe and Ocean City none of the Cubans 
were visible on deck, but this morn- 
ng, when the whistle of the Bermuda 
attracted people along the coast, the 
concealed men came on deck and gave 
cheer after cheer as the Atlantic City 
started out to meet the arms-laden 
steamer.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., March 19. — A

sonville, in command of Capt. Napoleon

There seems to me, however, to be no 
reason why some apparatus where elec- 
tricity plays a part should not be per- 
fected, both for determining a ship's 
proximity to other craft, as well as to 
land. It is now possible tor ships a 
considerable distance apart to pass tele- 
graphic communications between each 
other, but I do not think the apparatus 
for this purpose has ever been put upon 
tlie market in a commercial way. It 
would seem to me, however, that when 
ships are m crowded waters like those 
neai Xcvv York harbor the best thing 
that pilots and captains can do is to 
drop anchor and give the usual warning 
bignal, followed by the ringing of the 
bell. If every captain did this there 
(vould be no accidents. This is the old 
fashioned way, but it is the safest 
Even if a good electrical apparatus 
were devised it would always be very 
difficult, with a powerful vessel under 
even very little headway, to avoid col- 
lisions if many ships were scattered 
about 


"The accidents through fog at sea are 


comparatively few, and any device for 
locating proximity of ships to each 
other will probably alwaj s be more sat- 
isfactory for use on the ocean than near 
land."

BIG MUDDY TO IRRIGATE. 


Plan to Divert Waters of Missouri 


in South Dakota. 


Congrnag Will Be Ashed to Aid In Con- 


•tmctioD of a Caiml Connecting It with 


t!ic Jim RlviT — Benefits to 


Be Derived. 


The projected plan of irrigating- the 


central portion of South Dakota bj 
diverting-the water of the Missouri rivei 
into extensive irrigating1 ditches i: 
gaining friends. 


Irrigation by means of artesian wells 


must of necessitj- be upon a, limited 
scale, and in many localities tlie watei 
is so thoroughly impregnated with min- 
erals as to bo unfit for irrigation. It is 
claimed by market gardeners that th( 
chemical properties in the majority oi 
artesian wells toughen vegetation anc 
retard growth. Again it has been founo 
that iron sediment from the water soor. 
forms a coating to the sides and bottoTt 
of irrigation ditches and presents ab- 
sorption of moisture by the adjactnl 
land. These things have been pi-over, 
to be true. 


The contemplated irrigation scheme 


is nothing le&s thnn diverting a portion 
of the Missouri riser flow through a 
canal to the Jim river and thraupli the 
entire state and a pn:-l:<m of Xorth Da 
kotn. With this end. in view it is pro 
posed to ask congress to aid in con 
structing a canal from a point on the 
.Missouri river rit or i>» ir the town o! 
Woslibum to a point cu the Jain esrivei 
a few miles north of Jni,iestov\ n. 


Through this canal it i-i proposed to 


turn a. volume of water equal to a 
stream 
one-third the 
size of tl« 


Missouri. If the project is carried out 
the plan is to control tl*e f^ow of v\atei 
by means of locks and dams, having 
biiiuch irrigntion ditch-s extending on 
either side of this great viator course- 
.ind supplying the adjoining land v. ith 
abundant moisture o\er an extcnsiu* 
area. Thef.e branches would find an 
outlet in the various lake beds and 
creeks and iirght be tinned back into 
the main canal. 


The Missouri river is of no value what- 


ever, except as a drainage canal, and 
the water taken from this stream for 
irrigation would bcarcely be mi.sbed. 
The cost of constructing the necessary 
ditches and locks would not be groat 
Competent engineers have estimator! 
that with an annual tax of one-half 
cent per acre upon the land thus bene- 
fited the interest on the bonds and the 
expenses of maintaining it would be 
realized.

The piobabilify of collisions and 


wrecks due to fogs has been accepted 
as a soit of unavoidable evil, which 
must become greater as the mraiber 
and speed of vessels increa&e. Bu1 
the inventive genius of man could not 
let such a condition o£ affairs continue 
without attempting' to do away with 
it, ami there has, been perfected lately 
a simple instrument, called

drilling contribution to criminal liter- 
ture, but Rev. Stewart, who had coun- 
elled him in many things, finally in- 
uced him to say nothing. It took much 
ersuasion to do it, however.

nurderer had worn a new suit since 
ast Thursday, but when dressing a 
ew. minutes before the execution he 
aked for the privilege of wearing his 
Id brown coat when he should go to 
o meet his death. This was the coat 
16 wore on the evening of Feb. 19, 1895, 
nd the same he had on whenever he 
pnearcd in the court room.

ermitted to die in it. He left his cell 
crupulously clean and neat. His bunk 
'as in perfect order. 
Two blankets, 


olded for a pillow, were on the west 
nd, as he always had them in the day 
ime. Even hua gum, slippers and the 
eck of cards with which he played 
olitaire, were carefully 
laid away, 


hough he knew he would never want 
hem again. 
"During his last days Wallace bitterly 
eaented the treatment given him in 
lis youth and said, 'This would not 
avo happened had they given me a 
air show.' This was the nearest he 
ver came to admitting the shooting, as 
10 would not even tell the attorneys 
hat he did it. 
He claimed to have 


been given eighty acres of land to 
arm when he was twenty years old, his 
ather promising him the crop. When 
t was raised and sold his father pock- 
ted the money, informing Wallace that 
he was not of ago. He often claimed 
hat his father often beat him without 
irovocation and he became discouraged 
ind lost all ambition. 


The manuscript he left proves to bo
